ECONOMIC CONDITIONS MAY 


Two six economic factors 
importance rose higher positions 
May than the preceding month. 
The upward trend wholesale prices, 
evidence since the beginning the 
year, was extended during the month 
under review. The index was more 
than eight points above the base year 
1926. The rise the sum four 
classes deposits the beginning 
the month was significant develop- 
ment. Advances were shown Pro- 
vincial balances, notice and demand 
deposits, more than counterbalancing 
decline Dominion balances. Notice 
deposits rose, the beginning the 
month, new maximum $3,238 
million. 


Common stock prices which had 
reached new high position April 
averaged less the month under 
review and speculative trading receded 
lower point. The advance 
prices since mid-year 1942 was con- 
tinued the later weeks May, the 
index the pre-war base having risen 
126-1 the last week the month. 
High-grade bond prices were some- 
what easier for the second consecutive 
month, following marked advance 
from November March. Product- 
ive operations receded lower 
position. 


Agriculture.— 

Timely June rains throughout the 
Prairie Provinces have materially im- 
begun deteriorate result dry 
weather during May. Lack moist- 
ure has retarded growth some areas, 
western Manitoba and around Melfort 
Saskatchewan. Dry winds and soil 
drifting earlier the season caused 
some damage parts southern 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Based upon present conditions, pros- 
pects are now fair for average crop 
western Canada—provided adverse 


weather and moisture conditions 
not develop during the extremely 
critical period between now and the 
end July. The acreage 
wheat all Canada during the present 
year was estimated, the basis 
farmers’ intentions April 30, 
per cent greater than 
these intentions should realized, the 
1946 acreage will nearly 3-2 million 
acres greater than the acreage 1944, 
year which the wheat crop reached 
416-6 million bushels, result 
above-average yields. Heavy export 
demands continue deplete Canada’s 
visible stocks wheat. 
June was about million bushels 
compared with 274 million 
same date last year. 

The maximum supplies bread 
grains that are present likely 
available for shipment count- 
ries from May through September 
1946 have been assessed some 
million tons which Canada expects 
supply 2-3 million. Requirements 
for the same period were expected 
total 13-4 million tons, leaving 
deficiency 3-4 million tons about 
p.c. 

Considerable decline was shown 
the sales livestock the stockyards 
May from the preceding month. 
Declines were shown each the four 
main classes stock, the index after 
the usual adjustment for seasonal 
tendencies showing decline more 
than p.c. The operations the 
meat packing industry also receded 
low point. The index cattle 
slaughterings dropped from 138 112, 
while contraseasonal decline was also 
shown hogs. Cold storage holdings, 
owing mainly the increase butter 
and cheese showed considerable 
advance. The index holdings rose 
from 150-9 May 181-8 the 
beginning June.

the season and reduction was also 
shown from May last year. The 
index dairy production based 
cheese and butter consequently receded 
from 180-5 April 118-7 May. 


During the first four months this 
year the amount meat made avail- 
able through inspected establishments 
showed drop from 1945. The sharp 
setback was hogs which the 
decline amounted more than 780,000 
31-5 p.c. while the decrease cattle 
was 8-5 p.c. 


Cash income received Canadian 
farmers from the sale products 
declined 7-7 p.c. last year from 1944. 
Reduced marketings wheat, barley 
and hogs the Prairie Provinces 
accounted for most the decline. 
Increases were shown from the sale 
eggs, poultry, meat, tobacco and cattle, 
resulting higher farm incomes all 
provinces except Nova Scotia and the 
Prairies. 


Forestry.— 

high level operations the 
forestry industry was practically main- 
tained during May. The increase 
the output newsprint was greater 
than seasonal expectations and new 
maximum was reached over any other 
month. Increases were shown the 
outward shipments 
planks and boards. The increase 
the latter however, was léss than 
expected when seasonal tendencies 
are kept mind. Timber scaled 
British Columbia reached high levels 
during the first four months the 
present year. The total April was 
291 million feet against 254 million feet 
the preceding month. feature 
the newsprint statistics during May 
was the expansion shipments 
mills Canadian and external con- 
sumers, the movement being 38-7 p.c. 
greater than May 1945 and 33-7 p.c. 
greater than the same month 1939. 
increase 14-9 p.c. advertising 
linage carried Canadian daily news- 
papers was shown April compared 
with the same month last year. 
Linage also recorded increase 
p.c. during the first four months 
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Mining.— 

majority the factors indicating 
mineral production showed increase 
the latest month for which statistics 
are available. Gold receipts the 
Mint, however, recorded recession 
from 246,832 fine ounces April 
223,035 May. Silver shipments from 
Canadian mines showed marked gain 
from 55,549 fine ounces 212,725.

reduced from fifteen cents per pound 
the beginning 1946 cents 
per pound lots. 

Owing the deficiency occasioned 
the United States coal strike fuel 
shortage feared for Canada next 
winter more alarming than any 
during the last seven years. The short- 
age coal the central provinees 
during the coming winter estimated 
hoped have record quantity one 
million tons western coal shipped 
Central Canada ease the critical 
situation. The influx coal from the 
western mining areas will not affect the 
recent order restricting deliveries 
coal homes. 

Manufactures.— 

The factors indicating the trend 
manufacturing production were uneven 
May compared with the preceding 
month. encouraging element was 
the advance operations heavy 
industry, while considerable decline 
was shown the groups dependent. 
upon crop and animal products. Can- 
ada’s sugar refineries for the four-week 
period recorded substantial reduction 
sales and the manufacture 
refined sugar. Raw sugar receipts 
the other hand were higher posi- 
tion. The manufacture sugar was 
46-9 million pounds, decline 22-6 
p.c. from the same period last year. 
Sugar manufactured from the begin- 
ning the year was 257 million pounds, 
decline nearly 160 million pounds 
from year ago. 

Operations the mills the Can- 
adian textile industry during May 
showed increase over both the usual 
comparisons. The amount raw 
cotton used was greater than any 
May since 1943.

The end the war brought about 
radical change the pattern demand 
for the products manufacturing in- 
dustries. Some industries 
tically cease operations, others simp- 
shifted from wartime peacetime 
products, while for still others like 
textile and food processing, peace 
meant intensification the already 
heavy call for their products. 


Transport.— 

The monthly revenue railway freight 
trafic during May, while lower 
position than for the same month last 
year, showed improvement over 
April. The number cars loaded 
296,000 showed increase 14,000 
cars over the preceding month. Reces- 
sion was shown the tonnage 
freight carried the first five months 
from the same period 1945. The 
number cars loaded receded slightly 
from 1,450,000 1,430,000. The 
gross operating revenue the Cana- 
dian National for May was $30-8 
million, decline $6-8 million from 
the same month 1945. During the 
first five months the gross revenue 
declined from $174 million $154-5 
million. gross earnings the 
Canadian Pacific Railway from the 
beginning the year June were 
$126-6 million compared with $139-1 
million last year. 


Construction.— 

The new business obtained the con- 
struction industry, while rising less than 
for May, was still greatly 
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excess the contracts placed the 
same month 1945. The total re- 
ported for the first five months was 
$276 million against $116-9 million 
the same period last year. 
Housing operations the Dominion 
government have been concentrated 
the Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation. The activities under the 
Wartime Housing Act and the Vet- 
erans’ Land Act are now within the 
orbit the new organization. The 
new arrangements create single 
operating group, with which Provinces, 
Municipalities and individuals may 
negotiate, resulting considerable 
saving personnel. Canada’s 
vast housing gathers 
momentum, the number joint loans 
approved under the National Housing 
Act rising sharply. During the first 
four months 1,833 loans 2,088 units 
required more than 
ing the same period last year 1,243 
loans were placed for 1,363 units, 
calling for financing the extent 
$5-7 million. 

Trade.— 

Export business amounting $12-9 
million has been covered group 
export credit insurance policies accord- 
ing the annual report the Export 
Credits insurance corporation. Ship- 
ments, which insurance has been 
issued, went sixty different countries. 

The tourist trade between Canada 
and the United States rose sharply 
1945, with the United States travellers 
spending over $164 million Canada, 
while Canadians spent $83 million 
the United States.
